The United States Today Is, Above All Others,]' 
a Railroading Nation 


By C. H. MARKHAM, President Illinois Central System. 

T his year is the centennial of the railroads. It was on Septem¬ 
ber 27, 1825, that the Stockton & Darlington railway in England 
was thrown open to ojjeration under an act that provided for 
hauling of wagons and other carriages ujwn the line “wiUi men 
or horses or otherwise.” “Otherwise” was tlie loophole which allowwl 
George Stefdienson, engineer of the road and an experimenter with sU-am 
engines, to persuade his company to use a steam locomotive to haul its 
first train. That train, with its prophetic load of coal, flour and passen¬ 
gers, moved at an average rate of eight miles an hour. 

Only a few years after the opening of the world’s first railroad, in 
England, our own nation took up the novelty, with what result you all can 
recognize today. Railroads, it seemed, were exactly what the vast land 
areas of this country needed. The United States today is, above all others, 
a railroading nation. The people of our country owe more to the rail¬ 
roads than the people of most countries do, because the greater part of 
our existence and growth as an independent nation has been coincident 
with the railway era. Today, with only about one-sixteenth of the world’s 
land area, we possess in this country approximately one-third of the trdal 
railway mileage of the world, and our railroads lead those of all other 
nations in the high quality and low cost of their service. 

Our nation today is the richest and most advanced nation of the 
world. It has become so largely l)ecau8e it has enjoyed for nearlv a cen¬ 
tury a form of transportation excellently adapted to its great distances 
and its wide variety of products. Because of cheap and efficient railway 
transportation, available in all parts of tlio country, tlie products of all 
regions to<lay are to be obtained in every region. The products of every 
region can be and are marketed in all regions. Passengers are moved 
long distances with great rapidity. 

Many a Business in the United States Suffering 
From Conferencitis

Many a business is suffering from conferencitia A grave case is 
the department head, whose confidence and courage have been emascu¬ 
lated by the wrong kind of control from above, who believes it nwessary 
to confer with the chief before taking any action outside of routine.

Among the gravest conferencitis eases of all are those wdiere the di¬ 
rectors or [lertners in a business sit down tojrether in the board rotmi or 
over a luncheon table, and permit the discussion of details to obscure the 
real questions of policy that should Ije decided. 

I’he cure for conferencitis in nearly every case is in the hands of the 
man higher up. He should call no conference of any kind that is unnews- 
sary and he should at the earliest jxissible moment dispatcii the work in 
band and get every one back on the job. 

Europe Is Desperately Anxious for Our Moral 
Support on Any Terms 

By W. B. McKinley, senator From Illinois. 

Europe has given up all ho{»e of persuarling the United .States to 
enter the Ix-ague of Nations. Talk of a limitation of arms conference is 
futile until I'rance has been satisfied by some sort of a security pact. The 
European nations are so anxious to have this country enter the World 
court that they are willing to have us enter on our own terms. 

I have bcHtn visiting Eurojie for seven yean and this trip convinces 
me that Europe has given up all hofie of our enbTing the league. Europe 
recognizes we are the most powerful and the most prosp<;rou8 country in 
the world and it is desperately anxious to have our moral supiKirt. 
Europeans no longer expei.-t a jiolitical tieiip with this country, but they 
do want a working understanding in a united effort to keep the world 
at peace. 

Two years ago I>ord Roliert Ccrdl said to me, “^'e want the T’nibd 
States on any terms. If your nation objecds to the selection of the present 
court, tlie machinery is a matter of words, as far as my government and 
Others are concerned. I he United States should tie a member.” 


The education of the dramatist should be that of life rather than of 
books.

It is often said by those who favor dramas of the highest type that 
there is no reason why play-writing should not be classed with other pro¬ 
fessions and taught as effectively as are law and medicine. 

But the practice of law rests on the solid foundation of the Constitu¬ 
tion and that of medicine or surgery on the immutable laws which govern 
the human body, whereas the writing of dramas has no foundation save 
the ever-shifting quicksand of public taste.

Teete for Children 

In some of the elementary English 
schools, today, mental testa are made, | 
and gauged by (he quickness shown In 
solving certain problems presented plc- 
torlally. One test, known as the I'or- 
teus maze, measures temperament as ^ 
well as mind. Eleven mazes, graded ^ 
progressively In dlfllculty, are printed | 
on separate sheets, and the pupil is ^ 
told that they show the paths In a 
garden surrounded by walls. He must i | 
find his way out by the quickest route. ! ^ 
The showing made depends on the 
pupil's ability to work under pressure 
and to withstand dlstrai tion by lines- , 
sentlals In the material or by noises In ' 
the room. A cube Imitation test In- * 
volves the touching of four numbered ' 
cubes In a certain sequence as Indl- ’ 
cnted by the teacher, the conihlmitlons ' 
of numbers being made more and more 
dlfllcult. Each test gives a certain ' * 
score, and by combining the scores the [ ^ 
I mental age of the pupil Is arrived at. i ' 
Single tests are of no value. The tests * 
of I-ondon boys and girls between the 
ages of eight and thirteen showed some 
Interesting sex differences. The girls 
excelled In memory tests and the boys , 
in reasoning.

In times of plen 
ty each family is supposed to provide 
for lls«df, but old i>eople, widows and 
I onihuns have always the first claim 
upon those who have the means. 

Among these people mutual kind¬ 
ness Is a general obligation. A wdd- [ 

\ ow or oriihun child is never left i 
, alone, but taken into the house and 
family circle of the nearest relative. 
The widow gives her services In re- 
, turn fur food and lodging and (doth- 
Ing, and the child is cared for exactly 
us the man’s own offspring.
